“What, if any federal regulations require this procedure?”. Please refer to the letter mentioned 
above for a specific justification for not using pain relieving drugs.

^regarding the annual USDA repon. In tegird to item #1, our cunrcnt use of the 
juincaffg^^^mizarion Test is limiled to FDA submission/rcgulation, in particular evaluation 
of medical devices and compounds for biocompatibility assessment The Muiine Local Lymph 
Node Assay (LLNA) has been accepted as an alternative to the Guinea Pig Maximizatian Test 
by the EPA for use in evaluating certain chemicals based upon the ICCVAM/NIH publication 
99-4494, February 1999. This publication presented the strength of tfic LLNA; however, the 
usefulness of the method for testing mixtures and extracts was not addressed In the proposal 
Additionally, the EPA and EMEA guidance document state that (he LLNA may not be 
appropriate for all types of lest materials, such as certain metallic compounds, molecular 
weight proteins, strong dermal irritants and material that do not su£5ciently adhere to the ear 
for an acceptable period of lirne during treatment. When using the LLNA. particular care 
should be taken to ensure that hydrophilic materials are incoiporaied into a vehicle SystJem that 
wets the skin and does not immediately run off Thus, wholly aqueous vehicles Of test materials 
and runny liquids arc to be avoided (EPA Hcahh Eficcts Test Guideline — OPPTS 870.2600, 
8kin Sensitization)- The maienals that wc evaluate under FDA and ISO Standards are aqueous 
and oil exctacts of medical devices and thus would not be candidates for u<;e in the LLNA. 
Therefore, the Guinea Pig Maximization Test is considered to be the most tq^propriase animal 
model to evaluate sensitization potential for devices and other compounds which employ 
aqueous extracts, as well as those that are liquid in nature. 

In regard to item #2, I had performed a literature search using MEDLINE (September 26, 
2003) vidth the key words “drugs”, “medical devices”, “phannaccutkals”, “guinea, pigs”, “drug 
effects”, “psan”, “distress”, “animal testing alternatives" “anesthesia”, “analgesia”, “non-animal 
modeP, and “cell cultures” prior to protocol sitbmission. I have .since perfonmed an additional 
literature search using MEDLINE (February 28, 2005) wilh the key words “analgesia”, “anti- 
inflammaioiy response” and “guinea pi^. The years covered by these scardics were 1965- 
present Based upx>n these searches, I was unable to find an analgesia method which does not 
effect the inflammatory reaction. In addition, I have spoken to several veterinarians and 
veterinary pothologisLs, as well as a rcscssroher from the Anesthesiology Department in the 
School of Medicine of the University of Utah. None of these individuals are aware of any 
alternatives which would not, in some way, afifcd the inflammatory response that we induce in 
this study design.
